The galleries joined with the 
delegates in continuous rh e 
shouts of “Dabs, We want 
Debs!” 

The picture of Debs was brought 
to the front of the platform hefore 
which red roses were banked. 

When the tumult had subsided 
Joseph D. Cannon of New York 
went through the formality of sec- 
onding Indiana’s nomination, which 
resulted in the acclamation. 

Cannon declared that even as the 
cross- had been glorified by the cru- 
cifixion of Christ, so would the Fed- 
eral penitentiary be glorified in 
America through the imprisonment 
of Debs. 

Cannon characterized Debs’s sen- 
tence as a national disgrace, which 
is “going to\send the administration 
into oblivion.” 

He referred to the time when 
Henry Thoreau went to jail in Mas. 
sachusetts rather than pay taxes 
which he knew were to pay for the 
conduct of the Civil War. He cited 
Thoreau’s statement to Ralph Wal- 
40 Emerson when the latter visited 
him—‘“Waldo, Waldo, Waldo, why 
are you out of jail?"—as a proper 
thing for Debs to ask his fellow- 
Socialists now. 

MORE TRUTH THAN POETRY. 


“The question is not why is Debs 
in jail,” he said, “but why are so 
many of us not in jail?”

FIX SHORTER HOURS. 


Union Butchers Vote Unanimously 
to Trim Working Time. 

Union butchers of this city last 
night voted unanimously to work 
only nime hours each day but Sat- 
urday and to work ten hours that 
day. When they shall go on shift will 
be left to the master butchers. 

A. J. Pike, sixth international 
president of the Butchers’ Union, de- 


jelared there is no ill feeling between 


the meat cutters and the master 
butchers and the controveray is only 
a matter of working hours. He said 
the butchers are not going out on 
strike even though their demand for 
shorter hours is not met. The men 
simply will not work longer than 
nine hours, he stated. 

The new working rule will be in 
effect tomorrow. e butchers have 
been working ten and eleven hours 
on all days except Saturdays, and 
twelve and fourteen hours then.
